§ 1; An academy ıs hereby ‘established in the town of Troy, in the.:county of 
Lincoln, which stall be known by the name of the Lincoln Academy. . 

§ 2. On the first Monddy in the month of April annually, an election shall be 
held in the town of Troy, for seven trustees of said academy for the ensuing year, 
which election shall be by ballot; no person shall be entitled to yote at the said 
election, except a free white male inhabitant of the age of twenty-one years and 
subscribed and paid at least three dollars towards said 
academy; the election shall be kept open from twelve o’clock in the forenoon 
until five in the afternoons each ticket shall contain the names of seven persons 
for trustees, residents of the counťy, and who have also subscribed anJ paid the 
sum of five dollars åt ea: to the academy previous'thereto; after the: election is 
closed, the tickets shall be examined and counted, and the seven persons having 
the highest number of votes, shall be trustees for the said academy for one year 
thereafter. . i 

§ 3. Untilan election shall be held under the provisionsof thé foregoing section, 
Richard H. Woodfolk, Horace B. Ning, Francis Parker, David Baily, “Emanuel 
Block, William C. McCleur and James Finley, are hereby appointed trusteés 
thereof, and they and their successors in office shall be constituted a body politic 
and- corporate; to be known by the name of the Trustees of the Lincoln Academy, 
and by that name shall have perpetual succession in office, may sue and be sued, 
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implead and be-impleaded, in any court of law or equity within this state, and 
have a common seal. 

§ 4. There shall be a semi-annual meeting of said board of trustees, to wit: On 
the first Monday of May and November, ane the president, or any two of said 
board, shall have power to call a special meeting, giving at least five days notice 
thereof, in writing, in three or more of the most public places in said county; any 
five of said trustees, at any stated or special meeting, shall form a quorum capable 
of acting and doing all business and concerns of the academy, and particularly of 
entering into contracts for erecting or repairing any building or buildings neces- 
sary for said academy; ef making and enacting any by-laws and ordinances for 
the government of said institution, not contrary to the constitution of the United 
States, or of this state; of filling all vacancies in the board of trustees occasioned 
by the death, resignation or removal out of the county, until the next annual 
election of electing or appointing the principal professors and teachers of said 
academy; of agreeing with them for their salaries and stipends, and removing 
them for misconduct or breach of the laws of the institution; of appointing a 
committee of their own body; to carry into effect all and every of the resolutions of 
the board; of appointing a President, Treasurer, Secretary, Stewards, Managers, 
and all other necessary officers for taking care of the estate and managing the 
‘institution, and to pay them for their services. 

a) 5. All vacancies in the board of trustees to be filled at stated meetings. 

on 6. The trustees shall have power to demand, sue for, receive and recover, all- 
money, materials and labor, already, or that may hereafter be subscribed for the 
use of said. academy, and expend the same for the purposes of said academy, in 
- such manner as they may deem.proper. | 

§ 7. Said trustees and thei: successors shall have full power in their corporate 
capacity, to hold by gift, grant, demise, devise or otherwise, any lands, tenements, 
hereditaments, monies, rents, goods or chattels, of whatever kind soever the same 
may be, which i is or may be given, granted, devised, demised to, or purchased by 
them, for ‘and to the use of the aforesaid academy, and may sell und dispose of any 
personal property, in such manner as they or a majority of them shall think most 
conducive to the interest and prosperity of said academy. 

*§ 8. The said academy shall be divided into branches, with the necessary teach- 
ers and masters in each, to be denominated the senior and junior branches; in the 
senior branch the trustees shall at all times cause the English language to be taught, 
together with such other languages and sciences as are usually taught in the semi- 
naries of learning, so far as the funds of the institution and circumstances will 
admit. In the junior branch the trustees shal! at all times cause the first. a 
of literature, with reading, writing and arithmetic, to be taught. | 

§ 9. No preference shall be given, or any discrimination made, in the choice of 
trustees, professors, teachers, or students, on account of religious sentiments; nor 
shall any trustees, professors or teachers, at any tinie, make by-laws, ordinances 
or regulations that may, in any wise, interfere.with, or in any manner control the 


rights of, cafscience, or the free exercise af religious worship. |

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§ 10. It shall be the duty of the trustees, so soon as the fund of the academy will 
admit of it, to establish an institution for the education of females, and to make 
such by-laws for the government thereof, as they may think proper and necessary» 

§11. The president, treasurer, secretary, and -other members of the board, shall 


„severally, before entering on the duties of their office, take an oath or affirmation 


before some officer authorized to administer the same, well and truly to exercise 
and discharge the duties of their respective offices, according to the best of their

§-7. The chaiiman of the board of trustees at any time, by the request of any 
two of the members, shall have power to call a meeting, by giving five days previous 
notice of such meeting, and a majority of said trustees, at any stated, adjourned, 
or Special meetings shall fourm a board or quorum, and shall be capable of doing 
and transacting ‘all the business and .concern of the academy, and particularly of

_§ 8. The chairman, treasurer, secretary, and other members of the board, shall, 
severally, before they enter upon the duties of their appointments, take an oath or” 
affirmation before some judge, or justice of the peace, duly qualified to administer 
the same, well and truly to exercise and discharge the duties-of their respective — 
appointments, according tó the best-of their abilities. 

§ 9. The person first named in this.act, as one of the board of trustees, or, in 
case of his absence, neglect or refusal to act, the next named person is authorized 
and empowered to call the first meeting of the board, at such time and place as 
he may think proper; and when convened the said trustees shall appoint a chair- 
man, and adopt such regulations for their own proceedings as they may deem

ef learning would greatly promote the laudable object of the citizens aforesaid—

constituted and appointed, a body corporate and politic, to be known by the name 
of the * Pinckney Academical Society;” and by that name shall have perpetual 
succession with permission to adopt a common seal, with power to alter or change 
the same at pleasure, and as a body corporate shall be authorized to carry the object 
and design of the said institution into complete effect; to increase, or decrease,

! would have been entifled to the ‘same, [as] if all parties interested had been citizens 
at the time of conveyanes bequest, or descent. 

§ 2. All such aliens, and all persons claiming under them are hereby rendered 
capable of devising, selling, and of transmitttng the title of said lands by convey- 
ance or descent, in the same manner as citizens can do, and with the like effect. .

Waenrszas, it is the opinion of the general assembly of the state of Missouri, that 


the constitution of said state, is pot in its present character satisfactory-to - - 


: the people of this state, and that it requires alterations and amendments to render 
it entirely consistent with their wants and wishes—Therefore. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of ihe State of Missouri, as follows 


§ 1. It shall be the duty of the judges to be authorized to conduct electjons 
within this state, at the time and places of holding elections (for members to con- 
gress for this state,) on the first Monday in August next, to cause to be opened 
a séparate poll, for the purpose. of taking the sense of the people upon the question, | 
whether they desire a convention or not the poll to be opened shall contain two | 
columns, one forthe names of those who vote in the affirmative, the other for the | 
nanies of thase who vote in the negative, and shall be headed as follows, (viz:) shall 
there be a convention to amend the constitution—convention—no -convention— 
the judges conducting the election, shall take the vote on the question aforesaid,

§ 3. It shall be the duty of the several-clerks of the courts transacting county 
business, to make out and transmit to the office of secretary of state, within ten 
days after the said election, a fair and correct statement of the number of votes as 
returned to his ofice, given for, and against the convention as aforesaid, and it shall _ 
be the duty of the Secretary of state, as soon as the returns may be made as 
aforeaid fo his office to make out and deliver to the governor, a true and correct

FROM THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF MISSOURI. 


A aaa : 
A Memorial on the subject of Marine Hospitals. 


ae the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America, in 
| Congress assembled: 


Your memorialists repr esent, that one-third of the present population, more 
-than half of the organized territory of the United States, depend upon The nav- - 
‘igation of the Mississippi, Missouri, Ohio rivers and the northern lakes, and their 
tributary waters, for the exportation of the products and manufactures of the val- 
lies of the Mississippi, Missouri, Ohio andlakes. The navigation, reaching into the 
interior of the union for the public supplies that feed the general commerce and 
replenish the treasury of the United States, ought, to be viewed and protected as 
assential parts of our whole commercial navigation. The unhealthinesg and acci- 
dents of this interior navigation, especially the Mississippi and Missouri, and their 
tributary streams, occasion argreater loss ef human life, than is caused by that 
ortion of our national commerce prosecuted upon the occean. The number of 
marine hospitals, actually existing on thé Mississippi, Missouri; Ohio, and their 
tributary streams, and the northern lakes ‘Is so small, their endowments and 
resources so limited, and they are so sparsely scattered, that'their existence rather 
reminds of the ńecessity of a:'system based on a more enlarged and liberal principle. 
' than supplies thé growing wants of the increasiiig commerce of those regions. 
They suggest for the consideration of congress, that the contemplated system of 
hospitals in the interior, ought to constitute a seperate system, complete within 
itself, unconnected with the general system of the United States marine hospitals. 
The regular troops of the United States, and the militia, when called into service 
upon those waters, would be equally benefited and presérved by the establishment 
of nospitdls at proper points ‘along them, with the commercal community; and 
among the iticidental advantages, such hospitals might become. the best practical 
primary schools for learning the nature and ireatment of the diseases of: thé 
western countries. The local governmienis of the States’ and Territories, being 
leprived by out constitution and laws of the principal, and productive sources - of 
, evenue, have not the means of establishing such hospitals upon a scale commen- 
urate with the occasion; nex would they, each acting for its separate. part, be likely 
to agree upon the points mostproper for such establishments, with a view to the 
< whole. They, therefore, mene the propriety of appointing a suitable commission, 
y select the proper points along those rivers and, lakes, for the establishment of 
ich hospitals, and pray, congress to cause a suitable number of them to be erected, 
upon principles commensurate with- the object, upon such provisions.as may seem 
best adapted to that end.

If placed on ay equality in this respect, our trade to Mexico is capable of great

The general assembly suggests the establishment of a port of entry at the town 
of Independence, in Jackson Aena in this state, and the allowance of draw-back 
on the re-exportation of the foods employed in that trade so as to place the re-ex- 
porters on an equality with those from the Atlantic cities, under such regulations 
as to prevent frauds in obtaiding.the draw-back. 

The general assembly alsd represents, that the publie convenience would be 
much promoted by the establishment of a new land office at the town of Liberty, —

Such isthe con- 
di tion of the new states, h. aving public lands lying within their limits, that we 
deem such an extension not only proper,:but just and necessary to the harmony 
and prosperity of their citizens 
It is well known that these tates receive aniually a large emigration and the 
surveyed lands bearing but a stn hall proportion to-those which are unsutveyed, and 
t e best of those which have teen in market’having been selected, it necossarily 
pens that emigrants must and will settle upon such as are good and valuable, 
hether they have been surveyed or not. 
This is' a result unavoidable from the circumstances mentioned, and it would be 
unreasonable, under such a state of things, to ‘expect any other consequence. 
esides, a Vast number of our citizens have settled on the public lands, under the 


belief that so soon as the lands should be brought mto market, they would be enti- 


ted to a pre-emption ‘right—gnd’ have, consequently, gone on to make fine and 
uable improvements on the lands upon which they have settled. 

Believing as we do, that it comports with the spirit of our government, and its 
institutions. that Such measures in relation to the pu blic lands should be adopted, as 
sti be calculated to afford to the citizens of the country, upon easy and, generous: 

terms, the means ef getting houses for themselves and familhes, and it was never 
contemplated, that these lands shàuld be made a matter of speculation by the 
government, we earnestly recommend, that the generosity which has hitherto 

n shown to such as have settled on lands that have been-in market, will be 
extended do all those who have, or.hereafter may settle upon such lands as are; 
anappropriated, of whatever character they may be. ` : 

And as the best of thoge lands which have-been in market have been selected, 

and nore but such as are ofan inferior quality remain unsold, it 1s ‘respectfully 
recommended that the price of the. latter description be graduated to its corres- 
onding vatue. If such were the case, they would soon be in the hands of indus- 
trious citizens,.and brought into a state..of. cultivation, and the. state receive the 
nefit of taxes. which, would arise from their being in the possession of private 
dividuals,. 
We therefore respectfully pray for the passage of a law, giving to actual settlers,
